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AN ACT in relation to highways.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois H ghway Code is anended by

addi ng Section 9-112.6 as foll ows:

Sec. 9-112. 6. Menorials to persons Kkilled in traffic

acci dent s.

(a) As a neans of pronoting safety upon the hi ghways of

this State, the Departnment of Transportation shall, at the

request of relatives or friends of a person killed in a

traffic accident upon a highway of the State and with the

consent of the next of Kkin of the deceased, erect and

maintain a traffic accident nenorial in nenory of the

decedent. The traffic accident nenorial shall serve as a

remi nder that a fatality occurred on that stretch of hi ghway

and so that public safety will be enhanced.

(b) A nenorial erected under this Section nust be a

gol den star and nust be erected adjacent to the portion of

the highway where the accident occurred. Only one star nmay

be placed for each fatal accident. Stars are not pernitted

within the boundaries of any nunicipality.

(c) The maxinum tip-to-tip dinension of the star shal

be 12 inches. The star nust be constructed of high-qgrade

pl ywood, plastic, aluminum or steel. The Star nust be qgold

in color, nust have 5 points, and nust have a standard star

shape. The top point of the star nust point in a vertical

direction. The star nust be attached to an upright post by 2

bol ts. No other signs or itens nmay be attached to the post.

The star may not be reflectori zed.

(d) Each post nust be a U-shaped steel section, simlar
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to a highway delineator post, and nust wei gh approxi mately

1.12 pounds per linear foot. The Department of Transportation

must conply with the Illinois Underground Uility Facilities

Damage Prevention Act before installing the post. No itens

may be hung fromthe star, and no inscription may be placed

on the star.

(e) The county superintendent of hi ghways, or his or her

desi gnee, nust approve the star location, mnimzing any

adverse effect on hi ghway nmi ntenance operations. Stars nust

be placed as far as practical fromhighway traffic, but nust

be placed not less than 20 feet fromthe shoul der or edge of

the hi ghway where highway right-of-way width pernits. Stars

shall be npunted approximately 4 feet above the ground.

(f) Departrment of Transportation personnel participating

in the nmmintenance of the star nust park their vehicles as

far as practical fromthe traffic lanes and in an area where

sight distance on the highway is good in both directions. A

hi gh deqree of safety for the notoring public and the

participants nust be mai ntai ned.

(g) Stars not maintained in good condition shall be

renoved by the county hi ghway superintendent or his or her

desi gnee. No planting or | andscaping work is permtted at the

star | ocati on.
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
